The
contemplated acceptance of subscribers"
certificates as a basis for emergency
currency Issued, he added. should
greatly fac?!!iate the banks <n making
and taking enre of llielr subscriptions."
More replies favorable to the loan

fund plan reached the Federal Reserve
Hoard to-day, but members of the board
pointed out thai liquidation by eleai-ing-houses and then by Individual
banks might not get any tinnl action in
the matter for eevcral days.
Secretary McAdoo's letter to clear¬

ing-house chairmen follows:
"The cotton situation in the South

presents a problem of the most urgent
character.

j damning fact that his father was a
Prussian officer.
Shortly after the war started stories

that the First Sea Lord had been arrest-
ed as a German spy were put in cir¬culation. They even gained so much
crcdit that It became necessary to make
a formal denial. That these rumors
wore extremely painful, not only to the
chief of the admiralty, but also to the
royal family, goes without saying, for
Prince Louis was married to a grand¬
daughter of Queen Victoria, and has
always been persona grata at the Eng¬
lish court.
The rumors concerning the alleged

disloyalty of the actual directing head
of 'the British navy took definite shape
shortly after the sinking of three Eng¬
lish cruisers by the German submarine
U-9.

On the part of the battle frent near-

est the sea, where the Germans have
delivered repeated attacks with daily
increasing forces. In their effort tr. ham¬
mer their way to Dunkirk, and
eventually to Calais, and where the
nllies have ofTored such stubborn re¬
sistance. there has been another day
of comparative calm. Although the
Germans In their morning bulletin
claim progress south of Nieuport, the
French this afternoon say there is no
change.

The. Germans seem to have trans¬
ferred their more serious operations
further inland, and to bo trying to
bronk through the allied llnca from
Lille.

Under stress of pursuit by British
warships, the German cruisers Gob-
lieu and Brcslqu enrly In the war
took refage at . Constantinople.
They were purchased by Turkey,
but the German ofllcers and crews
were retained. Later they sallied
forth, and a warning was issued by
Russia that should the Russian
warships meet these two cruisers
they would open lire. The former
German warships have proved- a
cause of Irritation throughout the
Inst few weeks to the nllles, and
Great Britain asked the Ottoman
government to remove tiic Germans
from the vessels, but Turkey replied
tlint it was n domestic question.

Meanwhile, Turkey has been under
surveillance by tho nllles. Her «c-
tion In the present attack on Rtut-
Man seaports has not liecn explained,
but it Is possible Iter lnjcctlou into
the wnr niuy brine to arms some of
tiic Balkan states, which up to the
present have remained quiescent.

The retirement of Prince I<ouls of
Ilatteuberg from tho British ad¬
miralty will be learned with uo sur¬
prise. for the British admiral, who
held the post of First Sea Lord, has
been tho subject of n newspaper
entupnlgii hccuiiNe of his Austrian*
birth and Ills German connections.
